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“Company K was the largest, all
Indian regiment in the Union
Army during the Civil War.
Ojibway and Odawa men from
all over Michigan made up
Company K. A number of
Odawa from Harbor Springs,
Cross Village and Petoskey

joined, including a chief from

Petoskey, Daniel Mukewenah.
Company K fought in some of
the worst battles of the Civil
War. Some even were captured
and sent to the infamous
Andersonville confederate
prison camp. Company K
fought bravely and proved their
valor but not all the men
survived. Several Odawa from
Company K are buried in Cross
Village, Harbor Springs and
Mackinac Island,”
